The deeds are written fo, that fhould all the people 
who built the houfe be of any other denomination, they 
mutt loofe all their property in the houfe and land, and 
not be allowed to invite any other preacher to preach in 
the houfe; the whole being in the hands of the Metho- 
difts, held only for the ufe of Methodift preachers. 

After mentioning how the deed fhall run, it then fays 
that the truftees “‘fhall caufe to be ereéted and built 
thereon, a houfe or place of worfhip, for the ufe of the 
members of the Methodift Epifcopal Church in the Uni- 
ted States”—and “ they fhall at all times forever hereafter, 
permit fuch minifters and preachers, belonging to faid 
church, as fhall from time to time be duly authorized by 
the general conference of the miniffers and preachers of the 
faid Methodift Epifcopal Church, or by the yearly con- 
ferences authorifed by the faid general conferen “ae ; 
AND NONE OTHERS, to preach and expound G 
holy word therein.” See page 68. This fhews plainly 
thatif any fhould go from the methodifts to do facri- 
fice, they muft leave that which will make thofe the 
richer, who ftay behind. 

In Woodftock, Ver. when they built the methodift meet 
ing houfe,they faw this iniquity in the deed, and would not 
giveone in that way.

There is no clafs of preachers more to be pitied, than 
many. @f the circuit preachers among the methodilts. 
They. are in reality, /ervants of the Bifhops and prefiding El- 
ders.
